Le Bourdin cubmitted hie Letter of resi;nation to Chancellor 
‘densuer on the morning of 26 Januery 1950. in the letter 
ne erlled attention to the cainful situatione he hed found 
himeclf in during the recent flood of denicls and explana- 
tions issued by the Chancellory, with aposrent reference 
to atetements asde by goverrment figures on the Saar 
gueetion and on the nationalistic speech of Justice 
winieter Dehler in Hemburg. Bourdin stated in the letter 
thet he could not continue in office unless the Cheneellor 
would sgrpee to let him be present at all conferences 
meetings, end cerenonies which might leter besome contro= 

vereiel and reauire communicués, explanations, or denials. 


2e rae etrain on Bourdin during recent weeks hed mounted 
steadily. Time end time erein, various members of the 
co; lition cabinet hed made ete temente, Llesued memorenda, 
given interviews, and leaked confidential inforration, 
which, in his opinion, made the Press Office look 
Fidiculous. The Saar memorandum of the Ministry for Alle 
uerucn affeire, the Heuss speech on the Sear at Koblenz, 
Adensuer'c subseauent stetement to the United Press on the 
breaking off of trade negotiations in Paris, the Dehler 
speech and Adenauer's explenetions of 1t, and all the 
conmunicuds, denials, explanations, and press conferences 
revolving around these mix-ups had exhausted Bourdin's 
oatilence. 
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
